In semling spocimens of plants for invostigation it is desirabli? 
to Includcthc cntirc plaut; if it is too largv, portious showing 
lcavus, flownrs, aml fruit arc sutticient. It is bc st tu prcparc the 
specimcns by dryingthein umler pressure bctwcen foldsof' absorb- 
ent papcr, otherwisc thc pavts may shrink aud brcak so as to bc 
hardl.v rccogiiizablc. Whcn ilriod plants arc scnt thoy sliould lio 
protectcd from breaknge in thc mail by being ineloscd in shcets of 
paper betwoen pieccs of stiff pnsteboard. If spcciincns are to be scn t 
frcsh, moistcn thcm slightly and packthom tightly in a box or in a 
bundlc, wrapping tlicin in hcavy paper. Packages woighing less 
than four pounds oun be sent by mail at the ratc of one ccnt pcr 
trwo ounces. Writc thc namc of’ the sender on thc outsido. In thc 
lcttcr accompanying thc specimons statc wherc each plants was 
collccted, thc datc, tlie ntnne of the colloctor, and addanyother 
notes in regardto tlu* cconomic vahic of thc plant. 
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
